Comes In For Vigorous Attack on 
Part of Great International Trades 
Congress—Labor Day Is Celebrat- 


ed by Organizations In Canada 
and Abroad. 


MANCHESTER, Eng., Sept. 2—Un- 
usual interest was attached to the 
forty-sixth annual trades union con- 
gress which opened in Milton Hall 
yesterday, owing to the existing un- 
rest in the labor world. The number 
of delegates is 563, making a record, 
and they represent a membership of 
2,250,000 workmen of various trades. 

The first business of the congress

James Saxton, mover of the reso- 
lution, declared that anything done | 
by James Larkin, one of the arrested 
strike leaders in Dublin, was ‘‘white 
as compared with tne hellish black- 
ness of the Irish Untonist leader, Sir 
Edward Carson, and his associates.”

Disappointed People Who Have Kept 
Strange Vows. 


There recently died in Paris-an old 
man who for over forty years’had wan- 
dered nightly thrpugh the streets of the 
Gay City in search of his sweetheart, 
who mysteriously disappeared on the 
eve of her wedding. Her husband-to-be 
was firmly convinced that she had been 
kidnapped, and he vowed that he 
would: find her. Every evening, after 
finishing his work, he wéuld walk about 
the streets of Paris anxiously scanning 
the faces of the women he met in the 
hope of meeting his lost one. He kept 
up his search in vain to within a few 
days of his death. 

Only a little time back Magdalene 
Hermann, of Gronau, Saxony, was re- 
moved to an asylum for the mentally 
diseased, and her confinement there 
added the closing chapter to a pathetic 
romance. Twenty years ago a smart 
artillery regiment was quartered at 
Gronau during the eperial manoeuvres 
and Magdalene fell in love with a ser- 
geant, who finally promised her mar- 
riage. The promise, however, was not 
seriously intended, and the false soldier 
left her. From the day of his disap- 
pearance the girl never ceased to meet 
trains that came from the sergeant’s 
garrison town in the hope that he 
would return to her. He never appeared, 
and Magdalene jumped to the conclu- 
sion that the German War Office op- 
posed the wedding and was keeping the 
sergeant from her. Thereupon she hone 
barded the military authorities with 
petitions for permission to marry the 
soldier, and when they ceased to answer 
her letters she fancied that the post 
office was suppressing them. Until the 
day when she was removed to the asy- 
lum she walked ten miles daily to post 
her letters in a neighboring town. 

An extraordinary character was Jules 
Bourglay, who lived for the greater part 
of his life in caves and woods, and who 
died a year or so ago on a common. He 
was a miserable-looking individual, and 
was known as ‘‘The Old Leather Man’’ 
on account of his always being dressed 
in a suit of leather. For over thirty 
years he wandered over portions of 
Eastern New Ytrk and Connecticut. A 
disappointment in love was said to 
have made him vow that he would never 
again allow himself to have the society 
of a woman, and for that reason he shut 
himself up in the woods. 

One of the strangest men who ever 
lived died some time ago at the Win- 
chester Workhouse. His name was 
George Montagu Hawkins, but to the 
authorities he was known as ‘‘The Bil- 
ent Man’’ owing to the fact that dur 
ing the fifteen years he had been an 


|} inmate of the institution he only spoke 


twice. The first occasion on which he 
made use of his tongue was a few years 


; ago when he asked the master for his 


own clothes so that he might take his 
discharge, and the second was two days 
before his death when he suggested to 
those attending him that he might be 
allowed to get up. 

A Portsmouth lawyer once visited 
Hawkins at the Winchester Workhouse 
and informed him thut a relative had 
died and left him a legucy. ‘‘The Sil 
was not at all pleased with 
tpe news, and when he wus asked to 
sign a paper in order to become possess- 
ed of the sum of money that had been 
willed to him he shook his head and 
walked away.

words, ‘‘The people 
which shall be 
created shall praise 
the Lord; for He 
hath looked down 
from the height of 
His Sanctuary;

earth, to hear the 
groaning of the 
prisoners, to loose 
them that are appointed tc death.’’— 
Psalm 102:18-20. 

The Pastor opened his address with 
the declaration that the Bible reveals 
the only God of love and pity. The 
heathen gods are vengeful, tyrannical, 
merciless. The picture of. God in our 
ereeds, formulated in the Dark Ages, 
misrepresents Him even more than do 
the heathen idols. To rid himself of 
the misconceptions of the Almighty 
furnished by our creeds and to uppre- 
ciate the God of the Bible should be the 
endeavor of every intelligent person. 

Next the Pastor called attention to 
God's sympathy for His fallen crea- 
tures, as cxpressed in the text, and to 
the fact that it is a direct contradic- 
tion of our theories respecting the 
Divine predestination of more than 
nine-tenths of humanity to eternal tor- 
ture. The Lord did not wholly aban- 
don His creutures because of the dis- 
Obedience in Eden. 

Human Wretchedness in God's Sight. 

Pastor Russell then described human 
conditions as they must appear from the 
Heavenly viewpoint. The sight is ter- 
rible—cnough to make angels weep. 
Some are demented to the extent of wal 
lowing in the mire of sin; some so de- 
praved that they love wrong and hate 
right; others so weak that they cannot 
do us they would; many in prisons; 
hundreds: of thousands in hospitals; 
other hundreds of thousands in insane

LAST BARRIER CUT. 


Panama Canal Is Cut Through Into 
the Pacific. 

PANAMA, Sept. 2.—The last re- 
maining barrier at the Pacific end of 
the Panama Canal was blown up by 

namite yesterday. It was an inter- 
esting spectable. At exactly 9.30 
o’clock an electric switc’ was turned 
on and a moment later the 1,500 
spectators, including the Shriners vis- 
iting here, and the officers of the 
British cruiser New Zealand, were re- 
warded by a wonderful sight. Hun- 
dreds of tons of mud and stones were 
thrown high in the air; there they 
hung suspended and then fell back 
as the thunderous roar of the explo- 
sion re-echoed in the nearby hills. 

About twenty long tons, equivalent 
to 44,800 pounds of 45 per cent. dy- 
Namite constituted the blast, which 
was one of the largest ever set off in 
the canal. 

The charge, which was planted in 
541 holes at an average depth of 30 
feet, tore a big gap in the barrier, 
1 :t not to a sufficient depth to permit 
the water to flow through, as the sea 
level channel was at low tide. 

Equally interesting as the explo- 
f'- was the actual breaking of the 
barrier in the afternoon, the tide 
creering steadily up until it was level 
with the top of the gap. A workman 
seized a shovel and madc a sma'l 
trench through which a rill of water 
trickled. Gradually it widened, until 
an hour later a raging torrent, with 
a thirty-five foot fall, poured through 
an opening 400 feet wide into that 
part of the canal between Gamboa 
Dike and Miraflores locks, which had 
previously been excavated by steam 
shovels. 4

FORCED TO WORK. IN SECRET. 





These Bold Spirits, to Dodge the Owner 
of the Patent Method of Shooting 
Wells, Had to Operate at Night—Men 
and Machinery Often Annihilated. 


One of the most dangerous and at 
the same time romantic phases of the 
early ofl business was known as moon- 
lighting. In the beginning of the oil 
excitement a certain man held the pat- 
ent on the method of shooting the 
wells. Having a monopoly of the 
trade, be could and did charge what- 
ever price he saw fit. 

As a result of this condition of 
affairs there sprang into existence a 
number of bold spirits who began the 
manufacture of nitroglycerin, the ex- 
plosive used, and shooting the wells 
for much less money than the patent 
holder charged. They were forced 
to use the greatest secrecy in their 
work, for the patent holder had men 
employed for the express purpose of 
spying on all the wells drilled. A stiff 
fine for the first offense and a prison 
term for the second were the punish- 

ents inflicted on the man unlucky 
enough to get caught. Thesg outlaw 
shooters had their plants for making 
the glycerin located in some out of the 
way spot and when their services were 
required did their shooting by moon- 
light, hence the name moonlighter. 

Many and varied were the adventures 
\ that befell these moonlighters. A 
driller coming out from town to a well 
one day saw a can half hidden in a 
fence corner and stoppa@l to investt- 

te. Taking off the lid, be saw whut 
he supposed was lard oil. Well plensed 
with bis find, he took it along with 
him.

| Mates at the well and then used some 
of it to Inbricate the engive. For some 
Treason the men were called from the 
vicinity of the derrick.

SAW RECORD OF PAST 





Two Tourists at Versailles When Visit- 
ing the Petit Trianon Saw People 
Bunning About in Quaint Costume: 
of Over a Hundred Years Ago—One 
of Them Also Saw Marie Antoinette 
Sketching in the Garden. 


The strange experiences of two Eng. 
lish ladies ut Versailles twelve years 
ago, an account of which caused con: 
siderable discussion when published 
shortly afterwards,*under the title of 
‘‘An Adventure,’’ are again recounted 
in book form, with appendix, maps and 
notes. 

These ladies, who do not disclose 
their real names, but write under the 
signatures of ‘‘ Elizabeth Morison’’ and 
‘‘Prances Lumont,’’ were on a visit 
to Paris in the year 1901, and one af. 
ternoon in August went by train fc 
Versailles. After ‘‘doing’” the palace 
they decided to have a look at the 
Petit Trianon. They were strong 
minded, healthy, practical, well-edu 
cated women, not at all imaginative 
or subjects to hallucinations. After 
Screg the Grand Trianon they both 
elt an extraordinary sensation of de 
pression and unreality creeping over 
them, for which there was absolutely 
no reason. 

Farther on they heard thegsound of 
someone running in great haste, and 
suddenly a young man, who appeared 
to be greatly excited, walked by their 
side. His face was glowing red, as if 
from great exertion, and he called out 
excitedly that they were not to go that 
way, but round by the house, and then 
completely vanished.

Craft for Deepening Port Nelscn Mar- 
bor a/Wonderfu! Boat. 

An importgnt step towards the ful- 
filment of the Dominion Government’s 
great plane fo the creation of a deep 
water harbor at Port Nelson, on big 
Hudson Bay, was the departure from 
Toronto recently of the biggest and 
strongest steel hydraulic dredge of its 
kind evef built in Canada, the Port 
Nelson. » 

The Aew vessel, the contract price 
of ich was $270,000, was budt at 
the Yvards of the Polson Iron Works 
here, and the whole undertaking from 
start to finish was uccomplished in 
éxactly a hundred days. This pro- 
bably establishes a Canadian record 
for the building of a vessel.of such 
size. 

While the finishing touches were 
being made to the boat a party of about 
fifty shiping men and marine engincers 
inspected jthe vessel at the invitation | 
of the Polson Company. These men 
afterwards stated that the new steel 
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St. Lawrence River, being of a suitable 
size to pass through the locks, and 
around the Labrador coast. It will be 
towed all the way.

Making the

Fodder preserved in a concrete silo 
is safe from fire and waste and retains 
the maximum food value. The cost 
of building a silo with a capacity of 
150 tons need not exceed $300. It va- 
ries according to the supply of labor. 
Concrete costs little more than wood 
and is so much better in every way 
that it is confidently recommended. 
No fodder is relished so much by stock 
as silage. Its influence is beneficial 
to the animal system, is invigorating 
and prevents cripples end impaction. | 
Succulent silage makes for good health 
and heavy milk flow. It is equally 
good for poultry and hogs. | 

Corn is the most suitable of all crops 
for silage. It should be harvested 
when the bottom leaves are drying off 
and the grain is doughy and glazing. | 
Without hurrying the work of filling 
the silo, the best method is to ensile 
the crop as soon as it is harvested, 
cutting the stalks and cobs into small | 
bits. The grain is more or less mac- 
erated in the cutter. 

The fodder thus treated is carried by 
means of an elevator or blower, which 
should deliver the material as near the 
center of the silo as possible. This 
may be done by the aid of a bag chute | 
attached to the mouth of the elevator 
or the blower. 

The labor of distributing the fodder 
is thus min!mizéd, and an even supply 
of the material will be distributed all 
over the silo If the fodder be al- 
Jowed to fall direct from the mouth

Mange and the gelatin desserts, are 
digestible and nourishing. Children 
easily learn good food habits, and the 
things they best love fortunately an- 
swer the summer requirements for a 
diet that is cooling, palatable and sat- 
isfying. 

Milk is, of course, the summer food 
staple, but mothers need to remember 
that it is a hearty food in itself and 
not a beverage to be used as water to 
satisfy thirst und udded to a full meal. 
For the incessant demand for “a 
drink” give pure cool water that is not 
{ce cold and give it between meals. 

Weach the children that a few sips 
slowly taken wil] quench thirst better 
than a whole glass of water hastily 
swallowed. With cereals, blancmange 
and bread, milk makes a nourishing 
meal One of the best Junches on a hot
